The Work of Three San Francisco Presses Indicates that 
Good Printing is No Longer a Matter of Geography.

that during the 
past few . years 
there have appeared thruout the country a 
number of printers who have not been 
afraid to set out for themselves on paths of 
originality. These have come to look for 
inspiration, not only to their contemporaries 





can aa th oats 
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on the Atlantic Coast, but to the great 
printers of the past, or else have set out 
boldly for themselves, taking for their 
guides those accepted principles of compo- 
sition and form which are the common 
basis of all art. 

As a result, new centers of good print- 
ing have appeared thruout the country, the 
work of which can be studied with profit 
by members of the craft everywhere. The 
annual book. exhibits of The American 
Institute of Graphic Arts form an im- 
partial index to the geographical distribu- 
tion of good printing thruout the United 
States. The fifty books of the current ex- 
hibit comprise the work of 24 printers, 
distributed geographically as follows: New 
York State 10, Massachusetts 5, Ohio 2, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Illinois one 
each, and California 3. The encouraging 
thing about this list is that it extends from 
coast to coast. There are, to be sure, large 
blank areas on the map. We find no 
printers listed from the Southern states, 
and with the exception of California, the 
entire country west of Chicago is unrep- 
resented. But there is little doubt that 
had such a competition been inaugurated 
ten years ago the result would have been 
much more localized, and it is interesting 
to speculate on how much wider the dis- 
tribution will be ten years hence. 

It is worthy of note that the third state 
in number of printers listed, after New 
York and Massachusetts, is a Pacific 
Coast state, and that the three representa- 
tives are from a single city, San Francisco. 
For some time the work of this group of 
San Francisco printers has been attracting 
attention among close followers of Ameri- 
can printing. A brief consideration of the 
influences that have been at work here, 
and of the results accomplished, cannot fail 
to be of interest. 

San Francisco’s reputation as a center 
of fine printing rests chiefly on the work 
of three presses, all of which enjoy national 
recognition for the quality of their work. 
These, in the order of their founding, are 
Taylor & Taylor, John Henry Nash, and 
The Grabhorn Press. While each press 
is highly individual, and its products can 
readily be recognized, their work, taken 
collectively, forms an inclusive and valu- 
able cross-section of contemporary Ameri- 
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can printing at its best. In the short space 
of this article we can merely consider very 
briefly certain representative books of each 
organization, and from these point out 
characteristics which will suggest the gen- 
eral policy of the presses. 

Two examples will indicate the tend- 
encies of the Taylor & Taylor press: a 
classical simplicity of typographical design, 
which includes the most sparing use of 
ornamentation and, by concentrating at- 
tention upon the text, secures its effects 
entirely by the beauty of type arrange- 
ment. The title-pages of the two books 
considered, “Lilith: A Dramatic Poem,” 
by George Sterling, printed for The Book 
Club of California, and “Documents Re- 
lating to New Netherland, 1624-1626,” for 
The Henry E. Huntington Library, well 
illustrate the results to be attained by the 
skilled craftsman who aims at the strictest 
simplicity. 

Like many other printers of the country 
who are concerned with fine work, Taylor 
and Taylor believe that good ‘typography 
is that which can be employed in books in- 
tended for general circulation, and that 
the chief function of the expensive, pri- 
vately printed book should be to set stand- 
ards that can be adapted for use in the 
general publishing field where costs must 
be closely considered. Thus, the Hunt- 
ington book, tho it is published to sell at 
$50.00 per copy, is rich in suggestion for 
the printer who works under the strict 
necessity for economy. The work, which 
consists of documents relating to the early 
history of Manhattan Island, presented a 
number of interesting typographical prob- 
lems. Convenience in reading required 
that facsimiles of the penwritten documents 
and their translations occupy facing pages. 
No little skill was required to give balance 
and symmetry to these adjoining pages of 
dissimilar matter. A large page size, 9% 
by 15% inches, was used and the text, 
hand-set in Caslon type, gives the open 
book a unity and balance most pleasing 
to the eye. 

“Lilith,” 


a much smaller book, has a 


chaste simplicity in keeping with its classical 
subject-matter. Its title-page is a model of 
the beauty of proportion combined with 
the strictest economy in the use of type. 
The text, also hand-set in Caslon, makes a 
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page admirable for proportion and sim- grounded on traditional typographical

The work of John Henry Nash, while it 
covers a wide range, likewise has an in- 
tensely individual quality. Tho firmly

‘The typical Nash page, 
hence, always exhibits a pictorial quality. 
It is likely to be printed on a toned paper, 
its text surrounded by a ruling scheme or 
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decorative border, and it is almost cer- 
tain to have color, effectively used. In his 
treatment both of decoration and color, 
Mr. Nash exhibits a skill and delicacy 
that is highly characteristic. In particular, 
the handling of his borders, always delicate 
in design and often printed in soft tones of 
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set. The tall, unbroken column of type 
might have given the page a suggestion of 
heaviness were it not for Mr. Nash’s skill- 
ful use of color. Red chapter headings and 
page numbers, blue ornamental initial let- 
ters, and a ruled border of unobtrusive 
green, successfully overcome this tendency

The Shelley item consists of a reproduc- 
tion in facsimile of the original Pisa edi- 
tion, together with a reprinting of the 
poem. ‘The latter, a folio with a leaf 12 
by 9 inches, has a page of dignity and 
charm, showing in its ruled border and 
marginal verse numbers Mr. Nash’s char- 
acteristic use of color as a means of at 
once unifying his pages and giving them 
a pleasing pictorial quality. 

In the Ecclesiastes the page is a tall, 
narrow one, well suited to the heavy-faced 
Piegnot Gothic type in which the text is

Mr. Grabhorn never loses sight of the 
fact that the author’s thought is the chief 
concern of the reader, and this privilege he 
scrupulously respects, presenting the text 
on his pages with a vigorous simplicity and 
candor. 


is 
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The Philobiblon of Richard de Bury, 
printed for The Book Club of California, 
well illustrates the characteristic masculine 
quality of the press. Printed in double 
columns on a leaf 15 by 10 inches, the 
work admirably conveys the spirit of this 
fourteenth century treatise on the love of 
books. The Poliphilus type (much used by 
the Grabhorns) has the necessary boldness 
of line combined with easy legibility, and 
lends both unity and vigor to the large 
page of the Philobiblon, which might with 
less skillful handling have been over- 
powered by the red chapter headings and 
generous sized initial letters. 

An example of the same methods applied 
to material of a totally different character 
may be seen in the tstle-page of R. L. S., 
a little book of Stevensoniana, privately 
printed for Mr. Herbert Rothchild. Here 
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was material calling for a degree of deli- 
cacy seemingly impossible to achieve by 
vigorous, bold strokes. Yet the problem 
was met, and most pleasingly, not thru the 
introduction of daintiness, but by employ- 
ing the most severe simplicity, thereby 
achieving without the loss of strength the 
suggestion of delicacy and grace which 
readers rightly expect on opening a Steven- 
son item. 

This brief account of the work of three 
San Francisco presses is intended to point 
out that in the United States good print- 
ing is no longer a matter of geography; 
that geographical limitations have been re- 
moved, and that today the craftsman of 
imagination and skill will certainly receive 
the recognition his work merits regardless 
of where he chooses to set up his print- 
ing press.

Indianapolis Library Finds Public Much Interested

A year ago, Marcia Furnas, a 
member of the library staff, conceived the 
idea of a series of weekly book talks held in 
the library assembly room which would 
keep the patrons in touch with the newest 
and best in print, would give them an 
opportunity to talk to each other about 
good books, and discuss among themselves 
the pleasures of good reading. Her sug- 
gestion was at once accepted by librarian 
Charles E. Rush, and a series of weekly 
book talks, beginning on February 19, 
1925, and continuing until May four- 
teenth, was undertaken. The attempt, with 
very little publicity, was so successful that 
a second series was begun on November 23, 
1925, and was concluded on March first, 
1926. Monday night was chosen for the 
second series, as an evening on which 
people are less likely to have engagements 
than Thursday. 

The plan chosen for the first series 
proved so good that it was followed for 
the second series. A printed invitation was 
sent to all library patrons, together with 
their copy of Readers’ Ink, the library 
monthly bulletin, announcing the series, 
and giving on one side of the folder the 
place of meeting, the subjects to be dis- 
cussed at each meeting, and the names of 
the leaders. At each meeting, a list of 
the books to be discussed at that meeting 
was distributed at the door. Miss Furnas 
presided over the meeting, and two mem- 
bers of the staff reviewed the books. When 
the talks were over, the meeting was 
thrown open for discussion, questions, or 





comment. Sometimes this discussion was 
active; again, not so much so, but there 
were always some questions, and always 
some one had an opinion which in turn 
brought a comment from another one in 
the audience. When the discussion was 
over, the audience was invited to take out 
the books reviewed and others allied, per- 
haps, which were always placed on the 
speakers’ table, where they were given out 
just as they would be at the Loan Desk. 

It is to be noted that the staff members 
who spoke almost always chose their own 
subjects, a step which has insured spon- 
taneity and genuine interest on the part of 
the speakers. The committee on Book 
Talks reserved the right, however, to make 
suggestions to staff members if it seemed 
that opportunities in books or subject were 
being neglected when the program was 
viewed as a whole. 

A broad range of subjects was covered, 
both last year and this,—science, travel, 
essay, fiction, poetry, children’s books. 

Last year, there was no advertising of 
the meetings with the exception of the 
simple announcement mailed with the copy 
of Readers’ Ink, sent to all patrons and 
placed in conspicuous positions at the Loan 
Desk and the Reading and Reference 
Rooms. The subjects offered the first year 
were attractive to the general reader, and 
among the most popular were: 


Book Days in England 
Vacations in Europe via Books 
Pen Portraits 

The Play’s the Thing 

Bypaths in Print. 


The attendance on these meetings varied 
from thirty to fifty at each meeting. 
This year, besides the distribution of 
programs to library patrons, cards have 
been sent to special groups when books 
were to be discussed which seemed to offer 
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special interest to these groups. For ex- 
ample, the Social Workers’ Club member- 
ship list was used as a mailing list when 
books on “The World Today” were to be 
discussed. "When “Hobbies to Ride” was 
announced for one evening, the discussion 
led by two young women from the ‘Art 
Room of the library, a large audience in- 
terested in the collection of antiques was 
present, and one patron was asked to bring 
his collection of lamps and talk of them 
briefly. The “William Beebe Humanizes 
Biology” talks had 
an especial interest 
for members of the 
Nature Study Club. 
Parents with note- 
books were conspic- 
uous on the evening 
on which “Chil- 
dren’s Books for 
Christmas” were 
discussed by the 
head of the Chil- 
dren’s Room. Other 
subjects which at- 
tracted more gen- 
eral audiences were: 

Notes from Pan’s Pipes 

Fall Fiction, Facts and Fancies 

Odd Souls in Literature 

Vagabondia 

Cross Sections and Panoramas 

Book Gossip. 

The evening which closed the series was 
called “A Symposium of Book Enthusi- 
asts.’ Mr. Rush presided over this meet- 
ing, and called on various well-known 
booklovers of the community, one of the 
best known of whom was Meredith Nichol- 
son, to talk for five minutes on “A Book I 
Like and Why.” This talk, well announced 
through the papers, drew a very large 
audience. The attendance this year has far 
exceeded that of last year both in interest 
and in numbers, never having fallen below 
one hundred, and averaging between one 
hundred and fifty and one hundred and 
seventy-five. The last meeting filled the 
hall, which holds two hundred and fifty, 
and almost that many people were turned 
away. At the end of the meeting, when 
Mr. Rush asked if the talks should be 
continued another year, there was a most 
enthusiastic response in the affirmative 
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from all the audience. It may be men- 
tioned here, that while women have been 
in the majority at these meetings, there has 
been a fair, and an increasing sprinkling of 
men. 

Now that the year’s series is over, the 
committee has summed up the results of 
these talks. The interested and rapidly in- 
creasing audiences indicate one of the re- 
sults which the originators of the plan had 
hoped for. The discussions of the books, 
after the talks, were much desired, for 

they do their part 
a in arousing interest 
+ in the meetings. An 
unexpected result is 
the prestige acquired 
by the members of 
the staff who have 
conducted the meet- 
ings. “The attend- 
ance shows a real 
interest in books,” 
says the librarian, 
“since the speakers 
are not sufficiently 
known to attract 
audiences. They have only the library 
atmosphere and prestige back of them.” 
But behold! Their talks have been so 
delightful and have reflected so much 
the personality of the speakers, that these 
young women are acquiring prestige in the 
eyes of the public and are making a repu- 
tation for themselves which in turn benefits 
the library, since it inspires the patrons 
with confidence in the members of the 
staff. 

There are other, indirect results. From 
the booksellers comes the information that 
they are beginning to receive requests for 
books that have been discussed in the book 
talks. An enthusiastic patron has made 
the request that the publishers’ names be 
added to the names of the books on the lists 
given out each evening, so that these lists 
may be used as buying as well as reading 
lists. 

That publicity is being given the book 
talks by those who attend them is evi- 
denced by the fact that people who have 
not attended the talks come into the library 
and ask for complete sets of the lists used 
in the talks as suggestive lists for reading. 
Others are sufficiently interested to: call on 
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the librarian to tell him that while they 
have not been able so far to attend the 
talks, they hope to find attendance pos- 
sible, later on. At least one club has an- 
nounced its intention of asking the libra- 
rian to have an afternoon session of each 
meeting. 

The librarian is now assured that the 
weekly book talks will become a perma- 
nent feature of the Indianapolis Public 
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a rendezvous where they may meet with 
their fellow enthusiasts and discuss the 
volumes: they love. The habit once estab- 
lished is not to be lightly cast off, so it is 
foreseen that the Cropsey auditorium will 
eventually become a sort of community 
center for booklovers drawn there by 
the “friendly spirit” which one of the 


regular attendants on these talks de- 
clared was, for her, the charm of the 
meetings.

The Crowell Business Launched Fifty Years Ago 


Library. Friends of good books long for 
A Yankee 
NOTHER _ inter- 


esting record has 

been added to the 
stories of American pub- 
lishing by the issuing of 
a volume entitled 
“Thomas Young 
Crowell 1836-1915,” a 
biographical sketch 
which commemorates 
the fiftieth anniversary 
of Mr. Crowell’s entry 
into the book publish- 


ing business and _ pub- 
lished by the firm that 
he founded now con- 
ducted by his sons. Mr. 
Crowell was a Cape 
Codder, and was born 
and educated in the 
little town of West 
Dennis. 


As a young man he Thomas Y. 


went into business in 

Boston and, when his employers failed, 
he took the Cape Codder’s natural course 
of going to sea. After four years’ activity, 
in which time he rose to the position of 
second mate, his voyages had taken him 
to all parts of the world. In 1856, at the 
age of twenty, he decided to come ashore 
again and entered the well-known book 
bindery of Benjamin Bradley in Boston 
that had been established in 1834 and was 
doing binding for such firms as Ticknor 


& Fields, Phillips, Sampson & Company,

etc. In 1862, on the 
death of his employer, 
he bought into the busi- 
ness, and, in spite of 
difficulties, he  success- 
fully developed it into 
an even more important 
institution. In 1870, 
he had the business to 
himself at the old quar- 
ters at 57 Washington 
Street, Boston. ‘Not 
much capital was needed 
to finance a book bind- 
ing business fifty years 
ago. All of the folding, 
pasting, sewing, backing 
and casemaking was 
done by hand. The only 
machinery found in most 
shops was used for cut- 
ting and stamping. The 
output of the largest 
cloth book binders 
scarcely equalled one-third of the number 
turned out by a small modern shop today.” 

Two years later, Mr. Crowell bought a 
stock interest in the Henry Bill Publishing 
Company of Norwich, Conn., a firm doing 
considerable business in subscription books 
and which later on was the publisher of 
Blaine’s “Twenty Years of Congress,” 
which had a sale of 100,000 copies. 

As a result of the panic of 1873, one of 
Mr. Crowell’s customers, Warren & Wy- 
man of New York, failed, and Mr. 
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Crowell purchased the plates and in 1876 
started his publishing branch at 744 Broad- 
way, New York, with William W. Wy- 
man as manager and his nephew, L. Howes 
Crowell in charge of sales. In July of that 
year a catalog appeared describing 61 books 
with his imprint. Mr. Crowell’s heart 
now turned to publishing, and he left the 
binding in the hands of his partner and 
brother-in-law, E. Osborne Crowell. In 
1877, he bought the plates of Phillips & 
Sampson’s “‘British Poets,” revamped and 
repaired them and issued the series as 
Crowell’s Red Line Poets, which series 
was immediately popular and laid the 
foundation for the steadily developed busi- 
ness of reprinted classics. 

In 1885, Mr. Crowell saw a cabled dis- 
patch in the paper that Tolstoi’s “My Re- 
ligion” had just been published and made 
a profound impression. He cabled for 
two copies of the French edition and had 
it translated. The result was a great pub- 
lishing success, and this encouraged Mr. 
Crowell to make arrangements’ with 
Nathan Haskell Dole for the translation 
of “Anna Karenina,” to be followed by 
more of Tolstoi’s works and by a transla- 
tion of Gogol. 

Another great success was Sarah 
Knowles Bolton’s “Poor Boys Who Be- 
came Famous,” a publishing idea suggested 
by Mr. Crowell and continued into a long 
series, 

He was much interested in economic 
problems and persuaded Richard T. Ely, 
then associate professor of political econ- 
omy at Johns Hopkins, to write a book on 
American labor, which was published in 
1886 under the title, “The Labor Move- 
ment in America.” In this same year, he 
made his first connection with Dr. James 
R. Miller, a Philadelphia pastor, whose 
various books sold to a total of 2,000,000 
copies. 

In the ’80’s, before the days of interna- 
tional copyright, George Munro and John 
W. Lovell were active publishers of Eng- 
lish reprints. Finding that the competi- 
tion was intense and was causing the fail- 
ure of several firms, Mr. Lovell conceived 
the idea of a trust to include all the cheap 
book concerns. Failing in this and backed 
by H. K. Thurber of Thurber, Whyland 
& Company, Edward Lange of the Trow 
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Company, and others, he organized the 
United States Book Company, with a capi- 
tal of $3,250,000 and arranged for twen- 
ty publishers to transfer their series and 
low-priced novels to them. Mr. Crowell 
was one who refused to sell his ‘“Poets’’ 
into the combine and sent out notice to that 
effect. This started a trade war, and 
prices were cut to the bone. Mr. Crowell 
responded by making more plates of stand- 
ard authors and won the fight by his bold 
policy. Finally the United States Book 
Company turned over to Mr. Crowell all 
its “Poets.” 

In 1893, Mr. Crowell published Anna 
R. Brown’s “‘What is Worth While,” a 
little booklet that had a sale in hundreds 
of thousands and started a series of books 
that ran into the millions. 

In 1898, Mr. Crowell became the pub- 
lisher of Dr. Orison Swett Marden and 
took over from Houghton Mifflin two 
earlier books. He started a series extend- 
ind over years. 

The Camberwell edition of the complete 
works of Browning in 12 volumes was an 
important publication of the late ’90’s, a 
very popular and beautifully designed set, 
and the same editors, Miss Porter and 
Miss Clarke, planned the First Folio Edi- 
tion of Shakespeare, issued in 40 volumes. 

One of his last important undertakings 
was the publication in 1911 of Roget’s 
“Thesaurus,” made from a new set of 
plates in large type. During the cross-word 
puzzle craze this became a “best seller.” 

In. 1900, the leases at 100 Purchase 
Street, Boston, and 46 East 14th Street, 
New York, expired, and the business was 
combined at 426 West Broadway, where 
it remained for twenty-five years. It was 
hard for a man of Mr. Crowell’s age, with 
his intimate connection with Boston, to 
move, but this was necessary, and, from 
1900 to hi death, he resided in New York. 
The first years of the century were very 
busy ones, with the increasing number of 
series and expansion of the business. 

Mr. Crowell’s relations with his em- 
ployees were unusually cordial, and he was 
known to all of them by the friendly term 
of “Mr. T. Y.” He kept his active interest 
in the business almost to the end, but in 
1915 his health failed and he died on July 
29th in his eightieth year. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 

sion, from the which, as men of course do 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BAcon. 





On to St. Louis 


T is now just seven weeks to the an- 

nual Booksellers’ Convention, and the 

Publishers Weekly will be carrying 
continuous reminders of this important 
date. 

Undoubtedly it takes careful planning 
for the bookseller to take a week away 
‘rom his daily routine, and such plans 
should be laid well in advance, in order 
that it can be a time of real relaxation, 
when the value of the new contacts and 
the inspiration of new ideas will not be 
lost by the pressure caused by intrusions of 
home business. 

One of the advantages of traveling a 
distance to a Convention is that it gives a 
complete detachment from the current 
anxieties and gives the members an oppor- 
tunity for unhastened considering of the 
general state of the trade and of the ma- 
chinery of book distribution. 

St. Louis is nothing if not hospitable, 
and is planning with the greatest care for 
the details of the convention. ‘The repu- 
tation of the Statler Hotels for good serv- 
ice is countrywide. ‘There will be fine 
opportunity for friendly contact on the 
trips from the eastern and far western 
points, and there will be opportunity when 
the clans are gathered together for an hos- 
pitable welcoming of new faces from those 
of the Middle West who have not pre- 
viously reached the Convention hall. 
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No convention can be made a success 
solely by the activities of its officers, and 
there will be a responsibility on the part 
of every member to make the occasion one 
of real friendliness and informal discussion 
as well as the time for addresses and formal 
action. 


Publishing Dates 


HERE has several times been occa- 

sion to comment on the importance 

of the observance of publication dates 
and of the disadvantage to the entire trade 
of any carelessness in this matter. A fresh 
instance of disregard of these dates has de- 
veloped in connection with the publication 
of Charles Norris’s book, “Pig Iron,” on 
March 5th. ‘The publishers did a great 
deal of advance publicity, and, in order 
that all dealers should have it on the date 
of publication stated in the advertising, 
they began to ship the book out early in 
February, starting with the Pacific Coast 
and working back toward New York City 
and vicinity. In doing this, great care was 
taken that booksellers should be notified 
that the shipment was made in advance, 
advertisement of the publication date was 
made in the Publishers’ Weekly, and each 
invoice was plainly marked with the pub- 
lication date. 

In spite of this precaution, several stores 
put the book on sale before that date, thus 
causing sharp complaint from competitors. 
As in previous episodes of this kind, Pitts- 
burgh was one of the worst culprits, and 
one of the largest department stores com- 
pletely disregarded the publication date. 
Jones Book Shop, in endeavoring to co- 
operate with the publisher, reports: 

“We were particularly careful to check 
up on the sale of ‘Pig Iron’ and found it on 
sale in all stores long before publication 
date. One department store even adver- 
tised it for sale in the daily papers in Feb- 
ruary. It was prominently displayed and 
sold by all other stores at the same time.’ 

Every bookseller can picture the situa- 
tion in which the dealer is placed by such 
action on the part of his competitor. The 
publisher has no real control, except that 
when the next important book comes along 
he can hold up the shipments to that city 
when advance shipments to other points 
are going out. ‘This, of course, penalizes 
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the innocent with the guilty, but it is the 
only real answer that can be made to this 
disregard of good trade practice. Some 
dealers are careless on this matter because 
they have not thought thru the disadvan- 
tage to the whole trade resulting from 
the breaking down of a publication date 
system. If widely advertised books did not 
have a publication date, there would be. a 
scramble among retail booksellers to get 
their stock first, needless expense in having 
part of the stock come by expensive means 
bf transportation, money spent in tele- 
grams, time wasted in recriminations, etc. 

It would be unfortunate if, on a point 
like this, booksellers cannot, by local agree- 
ments, get rid of this habit among the care- 
less and thus do their part to build up a 
national responsibility and a wider confi- 
dence in the business ability of booksellers. 


Broadcasting Book Notes 


HE National Association of Book 

Publishers has recently canvassed the 

broadcasting stations in order to find 
how many were systematically using book 
news in their programs, and the report 
brought in shows that there has been a 
steady increase in the amount of attention 
thus paid to literary matter. The chief 
demand from the radio audience is, of 
course, for music, and music will continue 
to be the most important element in the 
broadcasting program, but there are other 
interests that make themselves heard, and 
more and more stations have found that 
book news, when well presented, makes an 
attractive and appealing feature. 

At Station WJZ of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America there has been for a long 
period weekly book reviewing by Grace 
Colbron in their “Women’s Hour,” which 
has been very successful and widely quoted 
in the New York area. ‘Twice a month 
Dr. Clifford Smyth of the International 
Book Review appears on their program. 

At the Municipal Station of New York 
City, WNYC, Prof. J. G. Carter Troop 
gives weekly talks on “Books That Every- 
one Should Know.” Prof. Troop has had 
a long experience with popular audiences 
in the New York area and knows how to 
put his subject across. 

Oliver Sayler’s Thursday evening talk 
over WGBS, Gimbel Brothers, New 
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York, is one of the best presented and 
widely heard literary talks. It is called 
“Footlight and Lamplight,” and is con- 
nected up carefully with Gimbel’s book 
section, being reprinted for distribution. 

Station WHAP of New York has had 
a fine series by Prof. J. Duncan Spaeth of 
Princeton, both literary and historical. 

Station WGY has a popular series of 
“Book Chats,” and these have been broad- 
cast from St. Lawrence University and 
Rochester, N. Y. 

In Cincinnati at Station WKRC the li- 
brary staff of the Cincinnati Public Li- 
brary and local bookstores have cooperated 
in weekly book talks. 

In Chicago at Station WMAQ Harry 
Hansen’s book reviews are a regular Tues- 
day night feature. 

At Station KNX, Los Angeles there is 
a daily book talk at 1:30, in which well- 
known works of fiction are discussed. 

Station KGO, Oakland, Cal., has Mon- 
day evening book talks by Joseph Henry 
Jackson, literary editor of Sunset. 

These examples from a much longer list 
indicate the variety of ways in which books 
are developing, and suggest that book- 
sellers may be able to help their local sta- 
tions in providing the proper kind of mate- 
rial. People are coming to understand that 
the radio audience is a special type of audi- 
ence and that experience is needed to pre- 
sent any subject in an interesting way. 
When such a speaker is found, he deserves 
the support and encouragement of every- 
one who is anxious that the movement 
toward more reading and more libraries 
should take advantage of every new oppor- 
tunity to increase its headway. 





Be Conventional 


Agreeing with the majority doesn’t im- 
ply a lack of individuality. Certain cus- 
toms are necessary. 

When the booksellers become conven- 
tional on May 10 (and stay that way until 
May 13, at least) they will do so in order 
to plan a campaign for selling more books 
and they will get and give ideas. 

The excellent business program and fine 
entertainment will make it worth while for 
everyone interested in bookselling to be at 
the Hotel Statler in St. Louis at that time. 
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Little, Brown Elects Officers 


Alfred McIntyre New Head of a Famous House

I a meeting of the board of directors 
A of the Boston book-publishing house 


of Little, Brown & Company, 
Thursday, March 11, immediately follow- 
ing the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the corporation, Alfred R. McIntyre 
was elected president of the company, suc- 
ceeding Charles W. Allen, who declined 
re-election but agreed to act as chairman 
of the board. Warren H. Wright was 
elected vice-president and Herbert F. 
Jenkins secretary, and the board of di- 
rectors for 1926 consists of these four and 
James R. McDonald. Ross T. Whistler 
was re-elected treasurer. 

Charles W. Allen has been president of 
Little, Brown & Company since its incor- 
poration in 1913. His connection with the 
house dates back to 1869, when he entered 
its employ in the financial department after 
three years service with Ticknor and 
Fields. In those three years he had close 
contact with James T. Fields and with 
that famous group of New England au- 
thors, and one of his memories is that of 
serving as a sort of private courier to 
Charles Dickens when he visited this coun- 
try, carrying proofs back and forth be- 
tween the publishing office and Mr. Dick- 
ens’ quarters. He became a partner in the 
firm in 1889. During his fifty-seven years’ 
association with Little, Brown & Company 
he has seen it become one of the largest 
and most important publishing houses in 
America and has been an active factor in 
its steady, continuous growth. 

Little, Brown & Company traces its 
origin back to 1784, when Ebenezer Bat- 
telle opened a little bookstore on Marl- 
borough Street (now that part of Wash- 
ington Street which is between School and 
Eliot), and the present name has been used 
since 1837. The business was then located 
at 112 Washington Street, afterwards 
changed to 254, where it was conducted 
for the next sixty-two years. With a solid 
foundation of law-book publishing and re- 
tail bookselling the firm gradually increased 


its list of books in general literature, first 
by the publishing of the works of Francis 
Parkman, Admiral A. T. Mahan, and 
Henryk Sienkiewicz, the Polish author who 
wrote “Quo Vadis”; and, secondly, by the 
purchase, in 1898, of the publishing busi- 
ness of Roberts Brothers, which included

“Little Women” and all of the other 
Louisa M. Alcott books, Edward Everett 
Hale’s works, among them “The Man 
Without a Country,” and Helen Hunt 
Jackson’s “Ramona” and many other no- 
table books. 

In 1909 Little, Brown & Company 
moved to its present location at 34 Beacon 
Street, overlooking Boston Common, where 
its publishing departments—trade, educa- 
tional and law—and its retail salesroom 
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have been continued. The shipping depart- 
ment, warehouse and bindery occupy a 
croup of buildings in Cambridge. 

A year ago an alliance was formed with 
the Atlantic Monthly Company by which 
Little, Brown & Company are the publish- 
ers of the already published and new books

of the Atlantic Monthly Press. ‘This 
arrangement has materially strengthened its 
list of publications and increased its busi- 
ness. 

The new president, Alfred R. McIntyre, 
is the son of the late James W. McIntyre, 
who until his death in 1913 was one of the 
most active partners of the firm. He was 
born in 1886, entered the employ of the 
house after graduating from Harvard Col- 
lege in 1907, and has served as its vice- 
president and general manager for many 
years, winning on his own merits the com- 
plete confidence of the Little, Brown 
organization as well as recognition in both 
New York and London among his con- 
temporaries in the publishing field. The 
expansion of the company’s business was 
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due in a large measure to the new presi- 
dent’s progressive policies. He is a vice- 
president of the National Association of 
Book Publishers. During the World War 
he served overseas as regimental sergeant- 
major in the 301st Infantry. 

Of the other newly-chosen officers, War- 
ren H. Wright, the new vice-president, has 
long been sales manager, and secretary 
since the business was incorporated. ‘The 
new secretary, Herbert F. Jenkins, entered 
the employ of the firm in 1901, and, as a 
director, has been head of the trade pub- 
lishing department. James R. McDonald 
has been the manager of the growing edu- 
cational department since it was established 
in 1904. Ross T. Whistler, re-elected 
treasurer, has been associated with the 
house since 1921. 

At the annual meeting of the corpora- 
tion the business of 1925 was reported to 
be largest of any year but one in the his- 
tory of the house. 


Paris Drive on Books 


ERTAIN characteristics of certain 

countries become so exaggerated that it 
is not strange that we should hear of na- 
tional movements that surprise us. As the 
Europeans have come to think of our coun- 
try as one great battling ground for cow- 
boys and Indians so have we come to think 
of Paris as the undergraduate thinks of 
Montmartre. It was to such of us that 
the information that “purity crusaders are 
to raid Paris in a drive on books and 
theaters” was news in the truest sense of 
that word. 

“Respect Our Children” is both the slo- 
gan and the name of the new league which 
is made up of men and women and which 
promises soon to wage battle on the boule- 
vards of Paris, beginning with the kiosk 
bookstalls, one after another, and tearing 
down all periodicals which contain pictures 
which, in their opinion, outrage public 
morals. 

Defying the magistrates and police who 
they charge fail to do their duty by 
making Paris the cleanest city in Europe 
they threaten to extend their action to the 
theaters and music halls.

HE suddenly increasing interest in 

reading and the ownership of books 
is having the natural result of bringing to 
the front many new diversified efforts to 
reach out to the public. There has been 
launched from Baltimore by Jesse Lee Ben- 
nett, well known to the booktrade as the 
author of “What Books Can Do For You,” 
published by Doran, and “The Map of the 
World of Knowledge,” published by the 
Arnold Company, his own publishing firm, 
a bookselling enterprise on a new plan en- 
titled “The Readers’ Advisory Service,” 
with address at 18 East Eager Street, Bal- 
timore. 

Mr. Bennett believes that now is the 
time for a more educational note to be 
struck in book service to the public, and 
he has enlisted the help or advisory sug- 
gestions of such well-known book lovers as 
Bessie Graham, editor of “The Book- 
man’s Manual,” Asa Don Dickinson, li- 
brarian of the University of Pennsylvania 
and author of “One Thousand Best 
Books” (Doubleday), Mrs. L. A. Miller 
of Colorado Springs, of the Literature 
Committee of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, Spencer Miller of the 
Workers’ Education Bureau. In direct 
charge of the new organization will be 
Carter G. Osborn, Jr. of Baltimore. The 
stationery carrying the announcement will 
bear the well known slogan devised by A. 
Edward Newton, “Buy A Book A Week.” 

The effort will be to suit the best books 
of the past and those of current output to 
the real needs of the book lover, and a care- 
fully prepared questionnaire will put into 
the hands of the central advisers the infor- 
mation needed for planning such recom- 
mendation. “The time of modern people 
is valuable,” says the announcement, “and 
this group seeks to suggest books which will 
afford the maximum pleasure and profit 
for the minimum expenditure of time and 
money. 

They will sell books on_ individual 
order or in fixed weekly, monthly or yearly 
amounts. ‘They will plan reading courses 
or give suggestions on any specific field of 
reading interest. Books can be ordered 
C. OQ. D. or can be paid for by an initial 
remittance to be followed by specified sums 
at specified intervals.”

§ TILL further evidence of the increas- 


ing interest in general reading in the 
colleges is shown by the appearance in the 
Smith College Weekly of a column de- 
voted to informal discussion of books and 
the ownership of books. The column is 
called “The Compass” and is conducted 
by Laurestein Foster, editor of the paper. 
The column carries contributions from 
various sources but particularly along the 
lines of the college student’s interest, and 
paragraph reviews of carefully selected 
books varying in recent issues, from “The 
Travels of Marco Polo” and “The Ox- 
ford Book of English Prose” to Katherine 
Mansfield’s “In a German Pension” and 
“Four Tales by Zelide” with an_ intro- 
duction by Geoffrey Scott. The brief 
paragraphs give good opportunity for care- 
ful writing and incisive reviews.

Children’s Own Choice 


The Book Ballot of American School Children 


HE publication thru the American 

Library Association of the reading 

survey supervised by the superinten- 
dent and Board of Education of Winnetka 
gives valuable data on children’s reading 
and the methods of bringing the right book 
to the right child. ‘The survey, published 
as “The Winnetka Graded Book List,” 
gives the titles of 796 volumes which ob- 
tained their inclusion by 100,000 ballots 
from children of 35 widely scattered 
schools, schools of large and small cities 
and private schools. Whenever a book re- 
ceived the votes of 25 boys or girls, it was 
included in the list, after they had been 
sifted by a committee of 13 librarians, 
specialists in children’s work, who classified 
them in 4 sections—those of unquestionable 
literary merit; those valuable to the list, 
altho not of high literary merit; those not 


recommended because of low literary value; 
and those not recommended because of 
subject. 

The book is especially intended for those 
who have to plan book collections for 
schools and who are desirous of getting the 
children’s own attitude on books, but it 
also furnishes material for many general- 
izations and deductions, and therefore is a 
book for any reference shelf and may prove 
of help to booksellers as well as others. 

The books are arranged according to 
school grade and again by reading age, 
with the explanation that many books 
have value both above and below the grade 
indicated. The list is most helpful and 
most complete in the fifth to seventh 
grades, years nine to twelve. The ballots 
for the third, fourth, ninth and tenth 
grades were too few to seem satisfactory. 
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Booksellers, in examining this list, will 
notice that apparently children making 
their own selections, do not arrive at a 
reading interest in a given book at as early 
an age as one would expect. This is prob- 
ably because bookstores sell a great many 
books that are to be read aloud, and by 
the read-aloud method the book can be 
approached at an earlier age; as, for in- 
stance, Aesop’s Fables first appears in the 
6th grade list for children about 10; “Hans 
Brinker” is most popular in the 7th grade 
for 11 and 12-year olds, but, these books 
have probably been used for a younger age 
for reading aloud. 

Another point the list brings out is the 
fact that the children made their ballots 
largely from books in the school library, 
and there are probably many books not bal- 
loted on because they are not the type be- 
ing currently purchased for school libra- 
ries. An examination of the titles voted on 
by the children of the third and fourth 
grades indicates that the children’s reading 
was largely confined to supplementary 
school-books. This may mean that the sup- 
plementary schoolbook is the best of all 
books for that age, or it may mean that is 
the only type of book the children were 
familiar with. Fourteen books listed for 
the third grade are entirely supplementary 
schoolbooks. Fifty-six out of the ninety- 
eight books listed by the vote for the fourth 
grade are supplementary schoolbooks. A 
study of this ought to be an incentive to 
those in charge of school libraries to see 
that there is an extension of the general 
reading collections down into the lower 
grades. So far, much of the school library 
work has been in the junior high school 
grades or in the reference work of the 
senior high school, and on good books for 
those ages there is much information. 

Another question that is left in the mind 
after studying the list is what titles were 
suggested by the vote before the thir- 
teen librarians decided about their literary 
quality and general suitability. This might 
have given a very important sidelight on 
the home reading of the children. A vote 
of this same character, taken in 3 schools 
of a middle western city recently, indi- 
cated that children of the high school age 
were largely reading just what the adults 
were, and there were heavy votes for Zane 
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Grey, Gene  Stratton-Porter, Temple 
Bailey, James Oliver Curwood, Ethel M. 
Dell, etc. With books being deleted by the 
vote of the librarians both on account of 
low literary value and because of subject 
contents, there must have been in the 
higher grades about as many eliminations 
as inclusions, judging by the records of 
other canvasses. 

Still another suggestion is that there jis 
need of a study of the book interest of the 
younger children and that this study ought 
to be broadened to include their interest in 
pictures as well as in text. The school 
library does not need to exclude the in- 
terest in pictures in planning its collection, 
and the inclusion might be made on the 
ground of art training if not on the ground 
of training in reading. Dealers and pub- 
lishers of books would like to know what 
children think of Leslie Brooke, Walter 
Crane, Willebeek Le Mair, Boyd Smith, 
and others that come to mind in the field 
of the illustrated book, and whether chil- 
dren are equally pleased with pictures of 
less known artists or unsigned pictures.

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The ‘‘Clean Books Bill’’ Again 


FOR the fourth time in successive years 
the Society for the Suppression of Vice 
has presented for adoption the so-called 
“Clean Books Bill” at Albany, and a hear- 
ing was given to the proposal on March 
16th. 

The National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers was represented, and a very able 
brief was submitted by its counsel, Sullivan 
& Cromwell. The bill was also opposed 
by the periodical publishers, newspaper 
publishers, allied printing trades and many 
others. It was supported by Justice John 
Ford of New York City and by a spokes- 
man for Cardinal Hayes. 

As has been previously pointed out, this 
legislation has been suggested in order to 
make prosecutions easy. In order to bring 
this about, the bill proposed that indict- 
ments may be brought on_ individual 
phrases in the book and that expert testi- 
mony shall be eliminated. All opponents 
have pointed out that there is at present 
plenty of power in the prosecutor’s hands 
with the present law and that to condemn 
litefature because a petty jury finds some 
one phrase “disgusting, obscene, or inde- 
cent” is putting too much power in the 
hands of a few. 

The general impression at Albany was 
that the bill would be killed for a fourth 
time and would not be heard out of Com- 
mittee. The Publishers’ Weekly will 
print next week the general argument pre- 
sented by the National Association of Book 
Publishers, which builds up in a conclu- 
sive way the general argument against this 
piece of legislation, which, in its effect, 
would be unfortunate for American author- 
ship, publishing and bookselling. 


‘Earl of Rochester’s Works Held 
at Customs House 


HE Customs House is holding up the 

importation into this country of copies 
of the “Collected Works of John Wilmot, 
Earl of Rochester,” the seventeenth cen- 
tury poet whose poems have been re- 
issued in a beautiful format by the None- 
such Press, an edition limited to 1050 
copies. It is claimed by the Customs 
House that these poems fall within the 
censorship power of the Customs law, and 
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on the other hand it is claimed by the im- 
porters, (The Chaucer Head Bookshop on 
47th St. are the American agents), that :t 
is straining the intention of such a law to 
include the works of old authors published 
in a form intended wholly for collectors 
and students. 

The edition has been edited in a schol- 
arly manner by John Hayward, the first 
time such careful editing has ever been 
given to the works, tho there were fre- 
quent editions during the eighteenth 
century. “Some will say, and some have 
said,” said the editor in the prefatory note, 
“that the Earl of Rochester is not worthy 
the honor of having his work collected and 
discussed. Accordingly he has been, and 
will continue to be, unjustly neglected. In 
his lifetime he was a subject for scandal 
and admiration, while his poems received 
equal measures of praise and blame. To- 
day it is far less easy to understand or 
to appreciate either him or his work, and 
until more light is thrown, not only on the 
literature of the Restoration, but also on 
the life of the age itself, both remain 
in obscurity. The main outlines of 
Rochester’s life are given in Grammont’s 
‘Memoirs,’ in Bishop Burnet’s ‘Life and 
Death of the Earl of Rochester,’ and in an 
account of him, attributed to Saint Evre- 
mond, in a letter to the Duchess of Maza- 
rine.” 


Bosschere’s ‘‘Ovid’’ Held Up 


The Custom House officials at San 
Francisco have held up the new English 
edition of the “Love Books of Ovid,” 
illustrated by Jean de Bosschére, published 
by John Lane Company. This book was 
limited to 3,000 copies, and a recent word 
from London indicated that the edition 
had been sold out.

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Outline of Christianity 


N February sixth there was published 
C the first of five volumes called “An 
Outline of Christianity: The Story 
of Our Civilization,” the result of three 
years labor by hundreds of distinguished 
men. Altho scholars, financiers, men of 
affairs and writers in America and Eu- 
rope have been busy with the work for 
many months, no general announcement 
has been permitted until those in charge 
of the huge undertaking could be sure of 
its completion. ‘Tho the Bethlehem Pub- 
lishers, a company organized for that pur- 
pose, is publishing the book, Dodd, Mead 
and Company have the sales responsibility. 
The intention is to publish one volume each 
month and accordingly the second volume 
made its appearance on the first of March. 
Dodd, Mead and Company was faced 
with the problem of not being able to send 
out review copies of the early volumes 
since they necessarily reflected only part of 
the entire story and might prejudice the 
reviewers and other readers before the 
whole set was accessible. To overcome 
this difficulty a special group of articles has 
been done by Grant Overton, in each of 
which is summarized the entire spirit and 
contents of each successive volume. Grant 
Overton’s work has been well done and 
is an adequate method of overcoming a 
rather vital obstacle. 
The subtitles of each of the volumes 
pretty clearly indicates the scope of the 
work, and are for that reason quoted: 


Volume I: The Birth of Christianity, tells 
the story of the first hundred years of 
Christianity. 

Volume II: The Builders of the Church, 
pictures the fifteen colorful centuries in 
which the foundations of modern civil- 
ization were laid. 

Volume III: The Rise of the Modern 
Churches, records the diverse forms of 
the Protestant and Catholic movements 
arising out of the Reformation and con- 
tinuing up to the present time.

Murray for Poetry Chair 
PROFESSOR GILBERT MURRAY 


of Oxford University, world-famous 
classicist and man of letters, will come to 
teach at Harvard University in September 
as the first incumbent of the Charles Eliot 
Norton Chair of Poetry, established last 
year thru the gift of C. Chauncey Still- 
man, Harvard, ’98, of New York, in 
memory of Harvard’s Professor of the His- 
tory of Art, translator of Dante and friend 
of Ruskin. Announcement to this effect 
was made here tonight. 

The chair differs from Oxford’s Chair 
of Poetry in its provision for the appoint- 
ment from year to year of new incumbents. 
Mr. Stillman’s gift, which President 
Lowell characterized as “magnificent” in 
conception and plan, stipulates that the 
term “poetry” shall be interpreted in the 
broadest sense, including, together with 
poetic expression in language, music and 
the fine arts, such as painting, sculpture 
and architecture. 

Professor Murray, who is Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the League 
of Nations Union, will be in residence at 
Harvard from September until Christmas. 
He will give 8 or 9 formal lectures on the 
classical tradition in poetry and has ex- 
pressed his desire and willingness to help 
in carrying out the purpose of the gift by 
such tutoring and informal conversations 
with the students as may be thought de- 
sirable. 
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Obituary Notes 


SIR SIDNEY LEE 


Sir SwwNEY LEE, famous biographer of 
Shakespeare and editor of the Dictionary 
of National Biography, died in London on 
March third at the age of sixty-seven. He 
was born in London, Dec. 5th, 1859, and 
educated at the City of London School and 
Balliol College, Oxford. He became as- 
sistant editor of the Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography in 1883. In 1890 he be- 
came joint editor and on the retirement of 
Sir Leslie Stephen the following year he 
was appointed editor-in-chief, retaining the 
post for twenty-six years. Thirty-seven 
volumes, containing some 800 articles by 
himself, the equivalent of three volumes, 
appeared under his supefvision. He was 
Professor of English Language and Litera- 
ture from 1913 to 1914 at the University 
of London. In 1903 he was Lowell In- 
stitute lecturer at Boston, Mass. His 
knighthood was bestowed in 1911. But it 
was as an authority on Shakespeare that 
Sir Sidney had his highest standing, being 
recognized as the highest authority on the 
life of Shakespeare as distinguished from 
the special field of research that is devoted 
to the text of Shakespeare’s writings. His 
best known works are “Stratford-on-Avon 
From the Earliest Times to the Death of 
Shakespeare,” “Life of William Shake- 
speare,’ of which six editions have ap- 
peared, “Life of Queen Victoria,” “Great 
Englishmen of the Sixteenth Century,” 
and “The French Renaissance in Eng- 
land.” 


EDWIN O. CHAPMAN 

Epwin O. CHAPMAN, editor and edu- 
cator, died on. March 10 at the age of 83 
at Tottenville, Staten Island, New York. 
Mr. Chapman was editor for twenty years 
of the trade paper of the American News 
Company, The Bookseller, Newsdealer 
and Stationer. He was Superintendent of 
Schools in Jersey City under the first 
charter of the consolidated city and he 
was later President of the Board of Edu- 
cation of Jersey City. In the early 80's 
Mr. Chapman served in the New Jersey 
Assembly.

The edition is based 
on a fresh study of the five almost com- 
plete extant manuscripts of the work, cov- 
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ering the years 1805-39, as well as several 
notebooks and other manuscripts which 
contain drafts of the poem and belong to 
an earlier period. 


THE list of demands during the four 
weeks ending January 23, for the first 
editions of British authors, compiled from

[N The Book Collector’s Quarterly 
Ernest Dressel North calls attention to 
the fact that the Hoe copy of the first 
edition of Gray’s “Elegy Wrote in a 
Country Churchyard,” sold in 1911, 
brought $4,500, and the MacGeorge copy, 
sold in London last summer, £1,550, and 
gives his opinion “that it is well within 
probability that this precious book will fetch 
$10,000 before the present generation is 
“each in his narrow cell forever laid.” 


A COLLECTION of rare editions of 

thirty-five early seventh century Eng- 
lish poets has been placed on exhibition 
in the treasure room of the Widener Li- 
brary of Harvard. Among the more inter- 
esting books are early editions of Milton, 
Richard Lovelace, John Suckling and 
George Chapman. ‘The collection is the 
gift of an anonymous donor, and is made 
in honor of Lionel de Jersey Harvard, a 
lineal descendant of John Harvard. 


HE Oxford University Press has in 
Preparation an edition in two volumes 
of “The Prophetic Writings of William 
Blake,” edited by D. J. Sloss and J. P. R. 
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Wallis, who have included an elaborate 
critical introduction, a concordance, to 
Blake’s mystical vocabulary, and appen- 
dices containing the poems “Thel” and 
“Tiriel” and a selection from Blake’s 
prose. The primary purpose of the edition 
is to provide an exact text of those parts of 
Blake’s prophetic writings which, from 
their generally non-lyrical form, could not 
be included in their entirety in the 1905 
edition. 


‘THE number of book collectors is in- 

creasing rapidly and the most intelligent 
book collecting is being done by American 
collectors is the opinion of Dr. Rosenbach, 
who sailed on the Berengaria for Cher- 
bourg and Southampton last week. ‘“Altho 
my chief purpose in going to London is to 
attend the sales of further portions of the 
Britwell Court Library, I hope to acquire 
several very fine private libraries before my 
return,” he said. “The sales of the Brit- 
well Court Library contain some extraor- 
dinary fine books and the deepest interest 
has been expressed in them by American 
collectors. It is very obvious, of course, 
that the great books are becoming rarer 
and consequently more expensive. The 
fact that so many American collectors gen- 
erously present their libraries to the State 


and Government has much to do with 
this.” 


HE AMERICANA COLLECTOR 

for March is an interesting number. 
The editor discusses “Gambling at Auc- 
tion” and after making many interesting 
observations concludes: “No matter how 
carefully an auction is engineered, the sell- 
er should always remember that even with 
the best attention a sale may for appar- 
ently no reason whatsoever, turn out to be 
a frost. A timid soul should always be 
advised to sell outright and not to gamble 
at auction.” Among the other articles are 
“Rober Fridenberg, the Printseller who 
made ‘Americana’ Famous;”’ “William 
Alexander, Earl of Stirling,” by Oscar M. 
Voorhees; “Some Notes on La Potherie,” 
by H. Bedford-Jones; “Fragments of His- 
tory Gleaned from Ancient Manuscript” ; 
“J. C. F. Williams Collection of Revolu- 
tionary Autographs” which is soon to be 
sold at Anderson’s; and in the series “Fa- 
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mous American Booksellers—Past and 
Present,” R. J. C. Lingel writes about 
“George D. Smith.” The editor has many 
interesting observations in his department 
“Comments and Arguments.” 


HE Shakespeare Memorial Theater at 

Stratford-on-Avon, a familiar landmark 
to thousands of American tourists who 
visit Shakespeare’s birthplace annually, 
was totally destroyed by fire March 5. 
The foundations of this Memorial Theater 
were laid in 1877. Besides the theater 
the building housed a library containing 
copies of Shakespeare’s plays in more than 
thirty languages, and a large collection of 
Shakespearean biographies, histrionic and 
historical. The rarer volumes included 
first four folios, 1623, 1632, 1664 and 
1685. The Shakespeare relics, rare books, 
prints, and statuary are reported to have 
been all saved. An appeal signed by A. T. 
Quiller-Couch has been made for funds to 
erect another suitable memorial.
